WASHINGTON (AP) - Michi- 


gan Gov. George Romney is a 
national figure but his national 
.ideas look pretty thin.

State and local governments 


for locally oriented action cen- 
ters close to control by the peo- 
ple (Whatever they mean.) 


The federal government as an 


action center to cope with tasks 
requiring unified national effort. 
(Whatever that means.) 


Need Specifics 


If he is going to revolutionize 


the running of government, it 
would seem, he could at least 
get specific, particularly since 
he said dependence on the fed- 
eral government is "dwarfing 
America's men." 


But all this is in line with 


what appears to be Romney's 
inability to be specific or get 
down to cases generally. 


For example: He is reluctan 


to open up on one of the mos 
important issues of the time, the 
war in Viet Nam, saying he 
wants to give it much more 
thought because "before a per- 
son raises questions he ought to 
be able to make specific propos- 
als."

outdoors during the winter. 


Sudden Change 


They can stay outdoors all 


winter long. It is the sudden 
change in temperature between 
cold and warm places that is 
harmful

shelter is 
required, 


though. A small lean-to will help 
keep your horse dry during hard 
rains and sleet and protect him 
from the north winds. 


Most important, perhaps, is a 


sound feeding program. If an 


animal must remain outdoors 
during the winter he will need a 
layer of fat to protect against 
the cold.

overweight, cut down on the 
amount of feed. You want to

How can some men drink all 


of their lives and live as long as 
others? I know of some! Must 
they have strong constitutions, 
or does it apply to all? Just 
what effect does drinking have 
on health? — Mrs. C. W. A. 


Your husband is taking a little 


bit of fact and stretching it too 
much. So far as his liver is 
concerned, faulty diet certainly 
has a great deal to do with 
cirrhosis. While some folks get 
cirrhosis without ever having 
tasted alcohol, the majority of 
patients with severe cirrhosis 
are heavy drinkers who, in 
addition, did not eat properly. 
Some hard drinkers, of course, 
get to the point of going on 
extended benders and not eating 
at all. 


A healthy liver can withstand 
a good deal of alcohol as a rule. 
But a damaged liver becomes 
highly sensitive to alcohol which 
in a very real sense is then a 
poison. 


So your husband's argument 


has a fleck of substance to it — 
especially if luck is with him, 
and his liver doesn't become 
diseased in some other way. 


Trying to justify heavy drink- 


ing with just that argument is 
pretty specious. Excessive alco- 
hol irritates the internal tissues. 
Whiskey tenors develop. Gastri- 
tis (inflammation of the stom- 
ach) is common. The "rum- 
dumb" sot can't be laughed off. 
There are distinct and provable 
changes in blood circulation. 


Mentally and emotionally al- 


cohol 
has 
manifold 
conse- 


quences. It is a depressant. It 
deranges judgment and retards 
reflexes. Changes in hormones 
and vitamin balance of the body 
have ~ been 
noted, 
aHheagK 


whether this is a cause or result 
is moot. ' 


Many people gradually drink 


more and more, and reach the 
not-eating point. Or they drive 
while drinking, or they stumble 
and fall, and the consequences 
are not to be avoided by your 
husband's touted good diet. 


Liver desease and brain dam- 


age are the most destructive 
penalties of heavy drinking, but 
there are many more kinds, too. 
I've 
consistently refused to 


preach total abstinence, because 
I 
think alcohol, 
when not 


abused, does some good in the 
world, but I most vociferously 
disagree with your husband's 
notion that a good diet prevents 
all its dangers. 


True, some people drink for 


years without visible effect oc. 
health or longevity, but it is my 
observation that they keep the 
drinking within limits. Only an 
exceptional constitution can tol- 
erate heavy drinking for very 
long.

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Dairy Farming in New Zealand, Wisconsin Much Alike 


Post-Cmcent News Scrvlct 


What's it like for the dairy 


farmer in New Zealand? 


Jim Henson, a touring uni- 


versity man from that South 
Pacific dominion, advises that 
a Wisconsin visitor would find 
both striking sililarities and 
differences. 


You 
would see 
farmers 


there, just as here, anxious to 
improve their technology and 
cattle. And as in Wisconsin, 
artificial breeding is impor- 
tant, cooperatives are strong, 
cheese is mostly cheddar, and 
farm labor is in short supply. 


In contrast, however, you 


would find that most of the 
milk goes into manufacturing, 
with margarine no concern 
and the foreign market highly 
important. 


Larger Herds 


You would see herds gener- 


ally larger than in Wisconsin, 
with the cattle mostly Jer- 
seys, and production averag- 
ing well below that deemed 
essential here. Cows are on 
pasture most of the year, and 
little alfalfa or corn is grown. 


Henson is on travel leave 


from New Zealand's Massey 
University,. where he . is a 
lecturer in dairy technology. 
He is spending four months in 
the United States, planning to 
return home for Christmas.

This is well below 
the Wisconsin figure of 338 
pounds for all herds, and far 
below the 460 pounds credited 
to standard DHLA herds. 


"We make maximum use of 


pasture, so that would tend to 
keep the figure low," he- 
remarked. 


Their dairy enterprise 
is 


based on grassland farming. 
Grass grows 11 months of the 
year, and no extensive winter 
feeding program is required 
as is the case here. 


Mostly Grasses 


"The grasses are almost 


entirely perennial and short 
rotation rye, plus clover for 
nitrogen requirements," Hen- 
son said. 


How about alfalfa? 
"We 


find we 
get better yields, 


everything considered, from 
grass." 


Eighty-five per cent of their 


dairy cattle are 
Jerseys. 


There are 
a few of our 


familiar black and whites — 
Henson called them Friesians 
— which are favored by some

"We have the soil, rainfall, 


fertility and temperature; we 
have the best dairy conditions 
in the world," Henson de-

the world market, and our 
farmers enjoy a high standard 
of living." 


Average 70 Head 


Averaging 70 head, their 


dairy herds are a good deal 
larger than ours. Many num- 
ber 150 head, and some are up 
to 200. But just a few years 
ago, 
Henson- commented, 75 


head was considered big. 


A 150-cow herd often is a 


partnership setup, or there 
may be a couple of brothers 
with adjoining separate enter- 
prises but a common milking 
shed. 


"Milking shed" is the prop- 


er term. With New Zealand's 
milder climate, they have no 
need for big, expensive barns. 


Advances in technology, just 


as here, have made the larger 
herds possible. Hired hands, 
as here, are hard to find and 
hold. 


Increase Efficiency 


"Our dairy farmer is trying 


to increase efficiency to cope 
with possible declines in world 
prices. He is trying to im- 
prove technology, to adopt 
labor saving equipment, and 
to get better stock," Henson 
stated. 


"Artificial breeding is very 


extensive, and we have a very 
extensive herd improvement 
scheme." 


New Zealand produced a 


record 13.1 billion pounds of 
milk "in 1965, compared with 
19.1 billion for Wisconsin and 
125 billion pounds for all of 
the U. S. 


Ninety per cent of New 


Zealand's milk goes into man- 
ufactured products, principal- 
ly cheese and butter. The 
country is one of the world's 
important dairy exporters. 


Dairy Situation 


"The dairy situation now is 


fairly 
satisfactory. 
World 


prices are good, but butter is 
a question. We are always 
very 
apprehensive 
of 
the 


- butter price," Henson said. 


Most of the cheese produced 


in New Zealand is cheddar, 
Henson said, stating their 
standards are identical with 
Wisconsin's. 


Besides cheddar, he said, 


they produce some Colby, a 
product similar to a mild 
cheddar and which originated 
in Wisconsin.

New Zealand is one of the 
very few countries where the 
dairy farmer is not subsidized 
by the government — except 
for a small quantity of fluid 
sales. 


They do, however, have a 


consumer subsidy on butter. 
New Zealand has the world 
record for per capita butter 
consumption 
of 
about 
43 


pounds. Its nearest rival is 
the Irish Republic, a pound or 
so behind. 


"New 
Zealand does not 


permit the manufacture of 
colored margarine or a mix- 
ture of margarine and butter. 
All we have is a cooking fat," 
Henson reported. 


Henson is a native of New 


Zealand, one grandfather hav- 
ing come from England and 
the other from Scotland. 


One grandfa t h e r 
w a s 


chairman of one of New 
Zealand's earliest dairy coop- 
eratives — they call them 
"companies" there. Coopera- 
tives are a big thing in New 
Zealand's dairy manufactur- 
ing enterprise. 


"I wouldn't say all had to 


be cooperatives. There is a 
certain amount of vigor that 
comes from proprietary com- 
panies 
as in . the United 


States," Henson remarked. 


He has the rank of senior 


lecturer in dairy technology at 
Massey University. It was an 
exclusively agricultural school 
until fairly recently, but has 
broadened its curriculum, and 
enrollment has grown from 
450 
students a 
half-dozen 


years ago to some 4,000 today. 


The university's graduate 


program draws students from 
Southeast 
Asian countries, 


particularly India, Thailand 
and Malaysia.

The Income Tax Shares 


The announcement of substantial sums 


cf state personal and corporation income 
tax collections for 
1966

Wisconsin municipalities by the State 
Department of Taxation is a timely 
reminder of the importance of the state 
tax machinery in the maintenance of 
essential local government services. With- 
out this auxiliary revenue source, the rate 
of property taxation by cities, villages and 
towns which is already burdensome would 
doubtless become unbearable politically. 


Some years ago these columns, in 


reviewing the relation of the state income 
tax to the local financial 
structure, 


suggested that it was really a "state- 
municipar' income tax, and that it should 
be *> labelled for the instruction of all 
Wisconsin citizens. The Department of 
Taxation, as we noted with gratification at 
the time, promptly acknowledged the 
proposal and had it incorporated into 
official nomenclature. Thus the widespread 
claim that Wisconsin does not have a 
municipal income tax system is not 
entirely accurate. It does not have an 
income tax levied by any municipality, but 
it has what is in effect a cooperative tax on 
incomes in which the localities have 
shared, in varying but substantial degrees, 
for many decades. 


There is now a good deal of political 


discussion about altering the formula for 
the distribution of state-collected taxes, on 
the one hand, and the criteria for the 
payment of state aids to local govern- 
ments, on the other.

The Rhodesian Crisis 


Prime Minister Harold Wilson of Great 


Britain and Prime Minster Ian Smith of 
Rhodesia held sessions in an unprece- 
dented meeting on board a ship in the 
Mediterranean over the weekend. But the 
conference only served to emphasize that 
no agreement can be reached right now. 


Wilson's terms to Smith were simply 


unacceptable, at least at this time when 
Rhodesia has not been too seriously hurt by 
the British efforts to cut off some trade. 
The British suggestions for eventual full 
independence for Rhodesia actually re- 
moved the independence it now has and 
would put the British back in control. 
Probably of even greater concern to the 
white supremacist leadership of Rhodesia 
was the fact that eventually the black 
majority, now kept under full control by 
force, would rule. 


However much both sides talk about 


the economy this is essentially a racial 
matter. It is not a matter of a minority in 
control; there are all sorts of minorities in 
control in various black African nations. 
The sore point is that, at this time in 
history, a white minority is in control. And 
while the abuse of the black majority is 
probably no more severe and perhaps even 
less so than the abuse of various black 
groups by other black groups, this is 
simply not the era to countenance white 
regimes 
over 
black. 
Great 
Britain's 


leadership knows it full well in its 
relations with the multi-colored members 
of the Commonwealth. 


England now has taken the matter to 


the United Nations and has requested the 
Security Council enact sanctions against 
Rhodesia. It is likely that such sanctions 
will be applied and that most U.N. mem- 
bers will honor them. The big exception is 
the Republic of South Africa which not 
only disagrees with the British attitude;

make the original tax contributions to the 
state treasury. For any alternative method 
would have a direct and heavy adverse 
effect upon them. Such "local" taxpayers 
could have their payments credited to the 
communities in which they work, as some 
have 
suggested, 
rather than to the 


municipalities in which they live. But the 
legislature's reasoning has always held that 
such money should be paid into the local 
government treasuries that deliver the 
services that the taxpayer receives, the 
schools, welfare services, police and fire 
and traffic services, and the many others 
that are fundamental to community life. 
Our guess is that the Milwaukee city 
administration will plead to deaf ears if it 
seriously proposes to change the allocation 
rule.
